HOW TO QUALIFY FOR STATE AID 


Every school distret is required to support etandard ele- 
mentary schools. The maximum amount you are required to 
raise for this purnJse is five dollars on a thousana of inventory, 
on the basis of your 1918 inventory this wonld be $1.175.00. 


Whatever such schoois cust over this amount wiil be fur- 
nished by the state. We have estimated that the cost of such 
schuols for Goshen may be $2,772. 

In addition to the $5.00 tax vou will need to raise money 
for the support of high school. or to pay bigh school tuition, for 
the salaries of district officers, and for the special appropria- 
tions, payment of interest of debt, school house construction or 
repairs in excess of 5 per cent of school money. * The income 
from the dog tax, local fands, or high school tuition rebate. 
and in 1919-1920 payment for qualified teachers, may be ap- 
plied toward these additional costs. The $2.00 per pupil tax 
for etatewide supervision will be assessed by the selectmen.

Superintendent’s Report 


TO THE HONORABLE SCHOOL BOARD OF GOSHEN: 


I have the pleasure of presenting te you my first annua! re- 
port of your schcole, which is the first report of its -kind for 
your town. 


The first year 5 town is under supervision is tne hardest 
year for all concerned. Nearly evervthing ia taken up different- 
ly than it has been in the past. The different officials are more 
or Jess uncertain as to just what they are expected to do. 
Moch more ia expected to be accomplished than can be done in a 
yeur and we have had less than haif a year. Many things are 
not done that we had hoped to do before this time. 


We found your schools in very.peor condition in many re- 
spects. As each member of the board had taken charge of 
different sections of the town, the town was divided into three 
‘districts, thus making no uniformity in textbooks or methods 
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of teaching. There were great differences in the supplies of 
bosks and equipment furnished the different schools. The pu- 
pils in one school were much more advanced than the pupiJs of 
another. Your pupils. were not pruperly graded and will not 
be before the end of the school vear. it is a slow and difficult 
problem to grade pupils properly. Many of your text hbeoks 
were in very bad condition. being badly torn and very dirty. 
Many others were out of date. having been in use several years. 
We have hat to make many changes in textbooks and other 
changes are vary mach needad. Tnis has necessitated quite an 
outlay of money but most of the books purchased will be serv- 
iceable from 1 to 5 years. We have ient the town several beoks 
from the town of Newport and are doing whatever we can to 
keep the expense down without lessening the efficiency of the 
‘schoois. We found your school houses well supplied with globes 
bat without maps. Maps have not been bat soon will be sup- 
plied. Some of the buildings had covered receptacles for water 
but the most of them were without this necessary eqaiipment. 
Eaebh school huuse has been equipped with a covered water jar, 
or one has been ordered for it. The blackboards were in bad 
shape but have been painted, which improves their condition. 
Ventilators have besn put into the windows making it pnssibie 
to admit fresh air withsut having it defivereq directly on the 
ehildren. Jackst3 have been placed around the stoves in the 
stnoo!s number five andj at the Corner. This will add much to 
the comfort uf the nupils and teachars in these schiols Wnder 
the old etove arrangement the teacher and a few of the pupils 
who were near he stove would be too warm, while the rest of 
the pupils would se too cold. The heat will be more uniterm 
now. An outlet flue wili carry off the foul air. During the 
next summer vacation fresh air flues should be installed to 
admit fresh ais under the stove, thus supplying the pupils 
with warm, fresh air ali the time. I know of nothing that 
will do more for the health and efficiency of the pupils. It will 
not cost very much to install this. 


We are taking tne readers from one schoo'thouse to an 
other as soon as they have been completed, thus gaving the 
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expense of buying so many different sets of readers. Supplies 
are delivered every two or three weeks to each schoolhouse as 
ordered by the teacher. | 


The attendance has not been as guod as it ought to be. The 
parents do not seem to realize,how necessary it is for their 
children to be present all the time while school] iz in ‘session: 
not only because the state iaw says so but also to keep up 
with their class. Parents should do ail they can to have the 
pupils in school each day on time. The pupils who are out 
every week or two will not be able to retain their standing in 
their grade but will have teu crop back a grade. Most of your 
pupils were trying to do work far in advance of what they 
were capaple of aoing. We were obliged to put them into 
simple, easy readers and .nuch easier textbooks than they had 
been trying to uge. Many of the pupils are showing marked 
impzovement aiready. Teachera are trying hard to get results 
tho it is more or less discouraging when so maoy uf the pupils 
stay out of school on the slightest pretext. We have been very 
lenient thus far, but will be obliged to enforce the law more 
strictly in the future. The law is as follows: 


‘‘BRivery person having custody and contro! of a child be- 
tween the ages of eight and sixteen years, unless such child 
shall have completed tne course of study prescribed for the ele- 
mentary school residing in the schoo! district in which a pablic 
school is uguaily taught, shall cause such child to attend the 
public schoo, all the time such schoo! is im session, aniless the 
child shall be excused by the school byard of the district because 
his physical or mental condition is such as to prevent his attend- 
ance for the period required, or because he was instructed iu 
the English language in a private school approved by the school 
board for a number of weeks equal to that in which the puplic 
school waz in session in the common schoo! branches, or, hav- 
ing acquired those branches, 1n other more advanced studies. 
Any person who dees not cumply with the requirements of _ this 
section shall be fined ten dollars for the first offence and twenty 
dollars for every subsequent offense, for the use of the district.’’ 
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There will have to be quite a Jittle cepairing done and sev- 
eral alterations made next summer in vour schoolhouses, es- 
pevially on the out baildings as none of them meet the mini- 
mum requirements of the state. -They will have to be prac- 
tically all moved and built over. 

Your schoolhouse in Number Five is too smali and is in 
very poor condition, {t is practically impossible to make this 
house sanitary and comfortable. The light is very poor and 
cannot be made satisfactory. Puyils who study for any length 
of time in this building must injure their eyes and health, Al- 
most every pupil ba: a cold most of the time. They are ner- 
vous and uneasy and zannot do as good work us they are capable 
of doing under proper school conditions. 

Teachers are very searce and will have have to be paid a 
larger salary another year. Good teachers will command from 
twenty to twenty-tive dollars a week and will be hard to get at 
anv price for small rural schools. | recommend that there be 
one good two room building erected at Mill Village on a suitable 
lut. This could be cone by moving two of the present build- 
ings on to said lot without any great expense. All the roads 
of your town center at the village. No pupil would have to 
be conveyed more than three or four miles and good teachers 
could be engaged for such a school much more readily than for 
your schools as at present located. The wupils would be much 
better graded than under the present arrangement. Parents, 
pupils and teachers would ail, take a greater interest in school. 
Pupils, could be thoroughy prepared to enter any junior high 
school and almost any high schouw]. Instead of depreciating the 
value of the farms in your town sucb 4 school would have a 
tendency to raise the value. Any man looking for a farm 
would locate much mure quickly in a town witb such a schoo! 
than in one with severa! small inferior schools. 

I am pleased with tne response the teachers, pupils and 
parents are making. We are getting a good start and I fcel 
confident that much will be accomplished this year. 


I have not been able. for lack of time. to meet the parents 
as I had toped to do the first of the year. J shall make a 
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gr-at effort tu meet the most of the befcre tke sanual 
sctool meeting and to exnlain to them some of cur ideas of 
sctoo! work, and to get acquainted with them. It is only by co- 
aperation tnat we are going to get satisfactory results. The 
pacents have much to do with the success or failure of their 
schoo!s. Teachers and officiats may do their best put they can- 
not have good schools wittout the co-operation of the parents. 

I bave visited your schools thirty-three times. I find them 
improving at eacn visit. Hach teacher seems to be trying, more 
or Jess, to improve her work. Of course, some try harder than 
others. We have held several teachers’ meetings on Saturdays, 
at which most of the teachers have been present. Our-hopes for 
improving the schoola rests mostly with those teathers who are 
willing to give their time, energy and money to imrrove them- 
selves. Not all are willing to make this sacrifice. Those who 
are willing and are doing their best to improve your sctools, 
should be retained anather year, if possibie. So long as they do 
good, efficient work, I should be sorry to lose them. 

More parents ought to make an effort to visit the schools 
that they mey see what is being done. We will suon have spe- 
cial visiting days, thus hoping tu induce the mcst of tnem, if 
not all, to visit schools at least twice a year. 

Another year your schools ought to open the first of Auguat 
aud then be closed during February and March when it is 
cold and hard traveling. 

Ia closing, I want to thank you for your help given me in 
so many ways. It has been a pleasure to work with you.
